university activity. A number of ^valiiable bibliographies were published,

cataloguing the growing wealth of materials available!, in a number of languages. 

Most of the literature available on adult education in ^arious countries 
can still be found primarily in articles scattered throughout adult education 
^and social science journals, wjiile mpst of the truly comparative studies remain 
unpublished master's theses or doctoral dissertations. There is no pijj^lisher 
enticing researchers to sxabmit English -language manuscripts of monographs^ 
dealing with comparative adult educatioti and case studies of aduit education in. 
various countries, even though the need for such a publishing venture was 
stressed at a number of intematiorial meatings. ^ . ♦ 

It is with the intent to provide such service to the discipline, and the 
field of adult education^ that the Centre for Continuing Education at The 
University of British Columbia, in cooperation with the International;' Council 
for Adult Education, decided to pxiblish a series of Monographs on Coln^arative 
and Area Studies in Adult Education. ' x*'**! 
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/ The eighth volume in the series presents continuation of an annotated 
bibliooxaphy" on adult education in, Europe since 1945. The previous two volumes 
of .the bibliography, for 1945-1^69 and 1970-74, were published^in 1971 and 1975 
respectively, before this series of monographs was established- It seemed 
appropriate to incorporate the third volume of the bibliography, for 1975-1979," 
into this series.

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INTRODUCTION 



Since the publication of Adult Education in Continental Europe 



Annotated ^ibliogxaphy of English-- language Materials 1945-1969 in 1971, 
interest in the stud^of adult education abroad and in comparative adult edur 
cation has grown ^ considerably, as is evidenced by international conferences, 
the steadily increasing number of publications in this, area, and the growing 
number of comparative adult education courses offered by universities throughout 
the world.

This third volume of the bibliography brings together materials 
piablished in the five-year period following that covered by the second volume 
(1970-1974), Again, the British Isles were left out as sufficient bibliogra- 
phical assistance already is availeible. As many sources as possible yere 
included^ to give access to alternate sources avaijfoble locally on the scune 
topic. The number of items, in the three volumes of the bibliography shows 
well the overall increase in materials published about *adult education in 
Europe: while the first volume,^ covering a period of twenty- five years, con- 
tained 857 items, and the second voluiAe, covering a five-year period from 1970 
to 1974, contained 556 items, the latest volume^ for 1975-1979 containes 836 
' items. • ^ 

In accord with the variety of -concepts and difference of opinion on ^ 
definitions of what does or does i)Ot constitute adult education, which still - 
abound among Europea^ adult educators,,^ and wishing to make the bibliography as 
broad ctnd useful to as Wide a' field as possible, the broadest possible concept 
of adult' education verging on 'education of adults was used in selecting items 
for inclusion in the bibliography. Thus vocational education for adults / 
training in busi^ness and industry, adult secondary and post-secondary level 
credit study^ as well as activities of museums, art galleries and libraries 
inasmuch as^ thesfe involve specific planned educational programs for individual 
adults, or, adult groups, have been included in addition to liberal adult edu- 
cation through university extension and evening classes or through voluntary 
associations* 



The relative accessibility of the materials through university and * 
public libraries was considered in the selection pf items. Thus perso"hal visit 
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reports and conference papers in typescript or rr^meographed form wer^ noti 
included unless actually published/ Similarly^ books and periodicals in 
very limxted ci'rQtilation were excluded. Doctoral dissertations listed in 
Dissertation Abstracts were included, while master's* these^fe were not included. 
Materials available only on microfilm or microfische were not included.^ 

^.General 'histories of education and accounts of educational systems 
were included only if theser contained major chapters on adult education; ^ 
sources containing only passing references to adult education were included 
only if materials available in English on adplt education in that coyfitry are 
limited. ' ^
